Th«7  Recommend  to  tko  Committes  of

The  Subject  of  Comment  hj  Vessel  men 
on  the  Lakes. 


Wa8hin«t6k,  Feb.  25.— [Special.]— Sena- 
tor Davis'  bills  to  authorise  the  city  of  Du- 
luth to  construct  and  maintain  a  bridge 
across  the  ship  canal  and  upon  the  govern- 
ment piers  through  Minnesota  Point  and 
to  authorise  that  city  to  construct  a  bridge 
across  Superior  bay  between  Minnesota 
and  Rice's  Points  have  been  before  the 
corps  of  government  engineers,  whose  re- 
ports have  been  received  by  the  senate 
committee  on  commerce.  While  not  abso- 
lutely opposing  the  construction  of  these 
bridges  the  chief  of  engineers  intimated  that 
their  construction  would  prove  a  seri- 
ous obstruction  to  navigation,  and 
thinks  that  the  propositions  should 
be  thoroughly  investigated  before  any  at- 
tempt is  made  to  formulate  a  bill  author- 
izing their  construction.  In  relation  to  the 
bill  authorizing  a  bridge  across  Superior 
bay  the  engineer  sees  no  particular  objec- 
tion provided  certain  amendments,  to  fur- 
ther protect  navigation,  are  adopted;  he 
also  iuserta  as  an  additional  provision  that 
the  act  shall  be  null  and  void  if  actual  con- 
struction is  not  commenced  within  one  year 
and  completed  within  three  years.  In  re- 
gard to  the  bill  authorizing  the  bridge 
across  the  canal  Gen.  Duane  recommends 
that  the  bill  be  amended  so  as  to  provide 
for  the  appointment  of  this  board  of  en- 
gineers and  make  the  construction  of  the 
bridge  contingent  upon  their  report  that  it 
will  not  prove  a  serious  obstruction  to 
navigation.  The  proposition  to  erect  a 
bridge  across  the  canal  has  aroused  con- 
siderable discussion  among  the  vessel  own- 
ers all  along  the  lakes. 

WHOLESALE  POISONING. 

An  English  Chemist  Murders  his  Wife  and 
Large  Family  and  Then  Kills  Him- 
self. 

New  York,  Feb.  25.— A  letter  from  Lon- 
don gives  a  graphic  sketch  of  the  terrible 
tragedy  which  took  place  at  Salford  about 
ten  days  ago,  when  a  retired  chemist  named 
Samuel  Hill  Derby  poisoned  his  wife  and 
six  children  and  then  committed  suicide. 
The  letter  says  that  Derby,  who  had  re- 
cently come  into  the  possession  of  a  for- 
tune by  the  death  of  relatives  in  Ireland, 
had  been  for  some  time  in  ill  health,  his 
affliction  developing  into  an  idea  that  his 
relatives  were  endeavouring  to  rob  him  of 
the  property  that  he  had  inherited.  At  the 
same  time  he  treated  his  family  well  and 
no  suspicions  were  entertained  that  he  con- 
templated the  terrible  crime  which  is  now 
laid  at  'uis  door.  On  the  evening  of  the  day 
that  it  is  supposed  the  tragedy  occurred 
Derby's  aged  father  went  to  the  family 
residence  on  Garfield  street,  as  was  bis 
wont,  to  see  how  the  family  were  getting 
on.  He  found  the  front  door  locked,  and 
looking  through  the  keyhole  saw  that  the 
key  was  missing.  From  this  he  concluded 
that  the  folks  were  out,  and  he  returned  to 
his  own  house  on  Monmouth  street.  At 
half-past  eight  on  the  following  morning  he 
again  we  it  to  the  Garfield  street  house  and 
rang  the  front  door  bell.  Receiving  no  re- 
sponse h-»  went  to  the  rear  and  by  means 
of  a  lade  er  got  up  to  the  bedroom  window. 
Looking  into  the  room  he  saw

his  daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  Derby,  and  two 
of  the  younger  children.  He  rapped  upon 
the  glass,  but  failing  to  arouse  them  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  they  were  dead. 
Messengers  were  immediately  dispatched  to 
the  nearest  police  station  and  half  a  dozen 
officers  responded.  Upon  effecting  an  en- 
trance into  the  house  a  terrible  spectacle 
met  their  gaze.  On  a  bed  in  the  rear  room 
were  the  bodies  of  the  wife  and  two  young 
childron.  They  were  cold  and  stiff.  In  the 
front  bed  room  the  bodies  of  the  foureldest 
children  were  found  lying  lengthwise  upon 
an  iron  bedstead,  the  bodies  being  covered 
with  the  bed  clothes.  Down  stairs  in  the 
kitchen  stretched  out  upon  a  sofa  that  had 
been  drawn  up  close  to  the  fire  was  the 
body  of  the  murderer.  A  number  of  letters 
addressed  to  his  male  and  female  relatives 
were  found  upon  the  mantel-piece.  In  one, 
he  said  that  he  was  about  to  commit  sui- 
cide owing  to  the  conduct  of  his  relatives  in 
connection  with  the  property  left  to  him 
and  that  he  could  not  leave  his  wife  and 
children  behind.  In  another  letter.he  said, 
that  his  wife  had  often  remarked  that  she 
did  not  want  to  live  after  he  had  gone 
and  that  he  desired  the  bodies  to  be  sent  to 
Owens  college  for  dissection.  There  was 
also  a  will  by  which  all  of  his  pro|jerty  was 
left  to  his  sister.  In  searcbiug  the  house 
the  police  discovered  in  a  closet  .-  tea  cup 
containing  a  milk-white  fluid  which  upon 
examination  by  a  chemist  was  discovered 
to  be  prussic  acid,  one  of  the  most  painless 
and  deadly  poisons  known  to  medical 
science.  The  theory  of  the  police  is  that 
the  murderer  killed  the  entire  family  while 
they  slept.  Derby  was  34  years  of  age,  his 
wife  36,  while  the  children  were,  Gladys 
aged  3,  Florence  Helena  5,  Clara  Elizabeth 
7,  Frederich  Cecil  9,  Harold  Percy  11,  and 
Ernest  Llewellyn  13.  The  funeral  was  at- 
tended by  t«n  thousand  people.  In  pa- 
thetic contrast  to  the  awful  tragedy  is  the 
fact  that  on  the  Sunday  previous  the  poor 
children  gathered  around  their  parents  in 
the  warm  glow  of  the  sitting  room  fire  and 
while  the  father  played  the  parlor  organ 
they  sang  with  the  melodious  sweetness  of 
children  the  well  known  hymn  "Take,  Oh 
Take  me  to  Thy  Rest." 

No  More  Promenading. 

Washington,  Feb.  25.— [Special]  —The 
secretary  of  the  interior  has  issued  an  or- 
der to  the  heads  of  bureaus  informing  them 
that  all  time  spent  by  the  clerks  away  from 
their  desks  between  the  hours  of  nine  and 

four  each  day,  with  the  exception  of  the 
half-hour  from  12  to  12:30,  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  their  annual  leaves  of  absence. 
The  object  of  the  order  is  to  put  an  end  to 
the  walking  about  the  coiridors  which  is  a 
habit  with  some  of  the  clerks.

A  PRBPONDEBANCE  OF  THE  TESrUfONT  IK  THE 
INQUEST  ON  THE  VICTIMS  OP  THE  0TNAMITB 
EXPLOSION  PAVORS  THE  FORliMAN. 

Four  witnessess  were  examined  in  the 
Lundberg  investigation  laen  night  after 
Hugh  Fitzpatrick  left  the  stand.  The  first 
was  Swen  Larsen,  who  stated  that  the 
men  objected  to  going  to  worl;  in  that  hole. 
They  asked  my  opiqion.  I  could  not  tell 
but  thought  if  we  were  not  sure  we  better 
keep  away.  Have  known  part  of  a  charge 
to  explode  and  that  below  it  not  exploded. 
I  have  loaded  such  boles.  Charles  Sonder- 
land  was  called  and  testified  but  nothing 
new  was  elicited.  Robert  Gi-een  swore:  I 
knew  of  Lundberg  on  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railroad.  I  worked  with  him  here  a  year 
ago  when  he  was  in  charge  of  Youngren  & 
Oleason's  work.  I  considerei  him  careful 
and  cautious.  The  men  all  spoke  well  of 
him.  Four  years  ago  on  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific railroad  I  heard  men  st.y  he  was  the 
best  men  they  ever  saw  with  dynamite  or 
rock  work.  I  have  never  seen  the  battery 
fail  twice.  Geo.  McKenzie,  called  up,  testi- 
fied that  he  had  been  engaged  in  rock  work 
twenty  years.  He  detailed  t  lie  method  of 
loading  and  firing  holes.  I  once  saw  part 
of  cartridges  in  a  hole  explod*  and  balance 
not.  I  have  heard  the  testiinowy  in  this 
case  and  do  not  beliove  th^r-  •"«  :  ca.'eless- 
ness.  1  have  drilled  out  holes  under  similar 
circumstances  and

here.  I  have  seen  tamping  remain  unin- 
jured after  an  explosion.  I  have  seen 
pockets  of  earth  in  the  rock.  I  don't  con- 
sider it  what  you  may  call  se  fe  to  handle 
dynamite  at  all.  As  far  as  the  evidence  I 
have  heard  goes,  I  would  no1>  hesitate  to 
employ  Lundburg  as  foreman. 

Alfred  Davidson  was  swora:  He  stated 
that  he  considered  Lundburg  cautious  but 
should  not  perhaps  care  to  work  under  him 
again. 

At  10  this  morning  the  exa  ruination  was 
reopened. 

This  morning  there  were  fc  ur  witnesses 
examined,  three  of  them  men  who  had  l>een 
at  work  at  the  cut  at  the  time 
of  the  explosion.  Their  testi- 
mony was  all  about  as  that  of  the  others 
mentioned  as  at  work  there  and  who  have 
testified  on  the  preceeding  days.  But  little 
new  was  elicited  from  the  three.  The 
testimony  of  Thos.  Dwyer,  however,  who 
received  the  largest  examination  of  the  four, 
was  important.  He  is  from  Superior  and 
is  an  experienced  rock  cutter  and  blaster. 
He  was  called  in  as  an  expert  He  stated 
positively  that  in  all  his  experience  of 
tiventy  years  he  had  never  neen  the  time 
when  he  would  not  have  don«i  as  Lundberg 
did  under  the  circumstances.  He  detailed 
methods  of  dynamite  and  powder  work,  in 
all  of  which  he  had  had  experience, 
and  of  the  methods  of  loadicg  and  firing 
holes.  His  testimony  was  much  to  the 
same  effect  as  that  of  Robert  Makenzie, 
given  in  brief  above,  but  wan  somewhat 
stronger. 

At  noon  the  jury  adjourned  to  Monday 
morning  at  10  o'clock.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  hearing  will  be  concluded  ou  Monday 
though  as  there  are  a  number  of  witnesses 
yet  to  be  examined  it  is  not  a,x,  all  certain 
that  it  will  be.

SEQUEL  TO  INFANTICIDE. 

A  Novel  Proceeding  in  an  Indiana  Court. 
LooAMSPoRT,  Ind.,  Feb.  26 — On  a  bitter 
cold  morning  in  December,  1886,  the  nude 
and  mutilated  remains  cf  an  infant  were 
discovered  in  an  alleyway  off  Market 
street.  In  the  building  abutting  on  the 
alley  lived  Sarah  Cook  and  her  husband. 
Ella  Kissinger,  of  Anderson,  Ind.,  a  sister 
of  Mrs.  Cook,  had  been  visiting  her,  and 
suspicion  instantly  rested  on  Miss  Kissing- 
er as  the  mother  of  the  dead  babe  and  the 
author  of  the  inhuman  murder.  One  of 
the  babe's  arms  had  been  severed  at  the 
wrist  and  a  deep  wound  made  in  the  neck. 
The  little  arm  had  been  tossed  hither  and 
thither  by  swine,  and  the  crime  was  so 
atrocious  that  the  indignation  of  the  peo- 
ple was  intense.  Miss  Kissinger  was  speed- 
ily arrested  on  the  charge  of  murder,  as 
was  also  Mrs.  Cook.  idamuel  and 
Charles,  brothers  of  the  Kissinger 
girl,  were  also  arrested  on  the  charge  of 
complicity  in  the  crime.  Later  Miss  Kisr 
singer  was  put  upon  trial,  but  notwith- 
standing the  fact  chat  she  nad  given  birth 
to  a  child,  and  that  blood  was  found  on 
the  windowsill  immediately  over  where  the 
body  lay,  she  was  acquitted.  The  indict- 
ment against  Mrs.  Cook  was  nolled,  and 
Charles  and  Samuel  Kissinger  were  dis- 
charged, after  having  l>een  confined  in  the 
(?ase  County  jail  for  thirty-seven  days. 
This  noon  Charles  and  Samuel  Kissinger 
filed  suits  for  $5,000  each  against  Dr.  M. 
A.  Jordan,  coroner  of  the  county,  for  dam- 
ages sustained  by  reason  of  their  imprison- 
ment, alleging  that  the  mittimus  issued  by 
Coroner  Jordan  upon  which  they  were  im- 
prisoned was  issued  without  authority  of 
law,  they  being  denied  a  preliminary  hear- 
ing. This  is  a  novel  proceeding;  and  owing 
to  the  prominence  of  Dr.  Jordan  the  case 
will  attract  yridespread  attention.

The  Milling  Industry  in  Duluth. 
The  growth  of  Dolnth  for  the    past    four 
or  five  years  has,  it  must  be  oonfessed.besn 
phenominaL    One  important  factor  of  its 
development  has    been    its    wheat    trade. 
Daring  the  past  four  years   or  sin^'e    1883, 
the  receipts  and  shipments  combined  have 
increased  from  an  aggregate   of   about   9,< 
000,000  to  nearly  40,000.000   bushels.     The 
tapid  increase  in    population   corresponds 
substantially  with  the  same  period.  In  1885 
the  state  census  g<ive  the  city  in  round  num- 
bers   18,000    inhabitants  and  the  directory 
returns  in  1687  carried  the  the  number   up 
to  upwards  of    30,000.     Whether    there    is 
any  relation  between  these  facts  or  not  the 
HcKiLLD  does  not  undertake  to  affirm  posi- 
tively although  it  is  fair   to   presume   that 
the  growth  of  the  wheat  trade  has  exerted  a 
powerful  influence  upon   population.    The 
handling  of  these  vast  volumes  of  the  cereal 
requires  the  service  of  a  great  nnmt>er  of 
men  and  it    supports    numerous    families. 
Aside  from  this  fact  the  grain  market  gives 
Duluth  great  prestige  everywhere. 

It  becomes  important  therefore  not  only 
to  preserve,  but  to  protect  and  enlarge  this 
market  at  all  hazards.  The  board  of  trade  has 
an  organization  collectively  and  its   mem- 
bership individually    have    a    tremendous 
stake  in  this  question.     The  elevator   com- 
panies with  millions  of  dollars  invested   in 
their  immense  plants  have   a  a  till  greater 
interest  in  it.     They  cannot  afford  to  be  in- 
different to  the  course  of  the  wheat   move- 
ment during  the  past  year.     The  retention 
of  the  prestige  now    enjoyed    ia    In    their 
bands.     It  is  a  prize  too    costly    and    too 
valuable    to    be  negleotected .     Duluth   is 
the  natural  depot  and  outlet   for  the   mil- 
lions of  bushels  of  the  best  wheat  grown  in 
the  Northwest.     This  trade  should   not  be 
allowed  to  be  diverted  to  other  poinU,when 
there  is  every  incentive  which  interest  can 
offer  for  its  preservation  and  increase. 

The  flour  industry,  beyond  question,  is 
gaining  rapidly  upon  the  business    of    re- 
ceiving and  storing    wheat    for    shipment 
merely.     The  business  of  milling  the  grain 
near  the  source  of  supply,  where  the  man 
ufacturer  can  enjoy  the    advantage  of  pri- 
mary selection,  and  where  cheap  power  and 
cheap  transportation  can  be  secured    must 
always  be  profitable  subject    only    to    the 
eondition    of    wise  and   prudent  manage 
ment.    It  is  ia  conceded  by  everybody  most 
competent  to  jodge  that    Duluth    posesses 
every  requisite  for  the  profitable  manufac- 
ture of  flour.     It  is  also  manifest  that   this 
industry  on  a  large  scale  offers  a  sure  solu- 
tion of  the  question  of  the    retention    and 
indefinite  enlargemest  of  the  wheat  market 
It  is  the  milling  business,  therefore,  to 
which   the    strong    men   on   the   board  of 
trade    and     in     the     elevator    companies 
should  promptly  turn  their  attention.      All 
precedents   prove   that   these  and  all  other 
manufacturing   industries    must  be  set  on 
foot   and   inaugurated  by  locdl  enterprise 
backed  by  local  aapital.       If   Duluth  is  to 
become  a  milling   centre  or  a  manufactur- 
ing centre,  Dulnih  men  and  Duluth  money 
must  be  at  the  bottom  of  the  movement. 
Her  people    need  not  expect  outside  capi- 
talists  to   come   in   here  with  their  means 
and  enterprise  until  local  capitalists  have 
given  some  practical  proof  that  they  have 
the  courage  of  their  convictions  by  leading 
the  way.       We  may  all  as  well  understand 
once  for  all  that  the  wheat  market  will  go, 
that   neither   milling  nor   any  other  great 
industrial   enterprises  will   be  established 
here   unless   we,  the   people  of    this   city, 
bestir   ourselves,  unite,  have  faith   in  our- 
selves, in    each    other   and    in   our   much 
vaunted   "natural   advantages,"   and   work 
earnestly  and  persistently  to  secure  these 
great  ends. 

The  city  of  Rochester,  New  York,  wihh  a 
population  of  130,000,  has  recently  aroused 
herself  and  organized  a  chamber  of  com- 
merce.     In   the   inaugural  address  of  its 
pregident,  H.  H.  Warner,  ha  uses  the  fol- 
lowing language:  "I  do  not  hesitate  to  say 
that    Rochester   could    make    millions   of 
dollars  by  investing  one  per  cent,  of  her 
wealth  in  encouraging  manufacturea.       In 
five  years  if  this  were  donevhe  would  double 
or  triple  her   population  and  inoreaa«  her 
wealth  by  increasing  the  value  of  her  real 
estate     many    times."       Again     he    says: 
'"Muahrooois  are  becoming  palatable  and 
old  fossils  are  fast  being  shelved  and  for- 
gotten.    A  few  years  ago  a  man  who  came 
to  this   city  as  a  stranger  was  considered 
an  interloper,  and  if  he  met  with  success 
he  was  compelled  to  battle  with  jealously, 
false    rumors  and   the  complications  that 
arise   in  business  from  such  aanroM  and 
the  business  world  besides." 

How  well  this  characterization  fits  Du- 
luth let  every  intelligent  man  decide  for 
himself,  and  let  him  also  determine  whether 
such  unworthy  motives  and  acthods  will 
build  up  a  great  city.

Henry  Stanley  was  sworn:  Am  a  labor- 
er at  rock  cut  on  loading  teams.  I  have 
bad  no  experience  iu  use  of  dynamite.  I 
was  in  the  corner  at  the  time  of  the  ex- 
plosion. I  was  not  present  at  first  explos- 
ion. I  saw  Lundberg  when  he  said  start 
work;  he  wsik  at  the  middle  of  the  work; 
afteiward  I  saw  him  where  men  were  drill- 
ing on-*  hole;  don't  know  what  he  was  do- 
ing This  was  several  minutes  before  the 
explosion.  I  was  thrown  down  by  rock. 
I  have  been  engaged  some  time  in  this  class 
of  worn.  I  believe  the  foreman  didn't 
know  anything  about  hole.  I  think  the 
foreman  did  the  best  be  could.  Care  was 
usually  exercised. 

Hugh  Fitipatrick  was  sworn:  I  have 
followed  railroad  work  thirteen  years  and 
used  dynamite  ten  years.  I  am  foreman  for 
my  brother  and  have  full  control  of  cut  if 
I  see  anything  wrong.  Lundberg  was  crew 
foreman  about  two  weeks,  my  brother  and 
myself  employed  him.  1  was  present  at 
the  explos'in,  but  knew  nothing  of  the  five 
boles.  I  paid  no  attention  to  l.nndberg's 
gang.  To  load  holes  we  put  a  cap  into  car- 
tridge-, tie  it  with  a  string,  after  putting  in 
sufficient  cartridges;  boles  areisometimes 
squibbed  to  enlarge  the  bottom.  We  do 
not  always  squib,  but  we  nse  judgment 
about  it,  then  we  we  load  with  sufficient 
cartridges  to  explode.  Don't  know  any- 
thing abuut  the  preliminaries  at  the  hole 
where  explosion  occurred.  I  have  seen  ex- 
plosions take  place  where  the  rock  is  not 
disturbt-d  on  the  surface.  Often  the  force 
of  exploitio'ns  escapes  below.    I  have 

NEVER  KNOWN  PART  TO  EXPLODE 

without  all  going.  I  would  prefer  to  have 
dynamite  thawed  out,  it  has  more  force; 
one  of  these  caps  issufiicient  to  explodethe 
dynamite.  We  can  tell  by  the  look  of 
dynamite  whether  it  is  good.  The  fulmi- 
nating cartride  is  generally  placed  on  top. 
Dynamite  exerts  its  force  every  way  and 
finds  the  weakt^st  spot.  If  I  heard  an  ex- 
plosion I  should  take  it  for  granted  all  ex 
ploded.  If  there  «as  no  mark  on  top  of 
the  rock  I  should  believethe  force  had  been 
spent  below,  that  is  my  experience.  I  have 
seen  enough  of  Lundberg  to  know  he  was 
thoroughly  competent.  I  heard  his  testi- 
mony, all  of  it.  Under  similar  conditions 
I  should  be  thoroughly  convinced  that  all 
the  dynamite  had  been  exploded  and  should 
have  no  hesitation  in  ordering  men  to 
work,  or  doing  so  myself.  No 
complaint  bad  been  made  to  me 
aboiit  that  hole.  Have  had  much 
experience  in  boles  failing  to  go  off 
I  redrill  t^.em  and  put  in  other  cartridges. 
I  never  saw  them  miss  soing  oS;  the  shock 
sets  them  oH.  There  are  different  reasons 
fur  holes  missing  fire,  sometimes  poor  caps. 
I  know  the  Davidsons  as  good  workr^rs  and 
drillers.  I  never  saw  them  do  any  blast- 
ing I  asked  one  of  them  to  do  some  blast- 
ing; they  refut<ed.  I  understood  they  knew 
nothing  about  it.  Never  h%d  another 
accident  with  dynamite.  I  consider  this 
affair 

PUKELT  AS  ACCmKMT. 

I  once  saw  five  coffins  when  passing  a 
camp  on  the  C.  P.  railroad  where  my 
brother  had  an  eighteen  mile  contract.  It 
might  happen  ag-iin  any  time.  The 
mfO  were  f>erf»-ctly  competent.  I 
have  known  dynamite  to  go  oS  with- 
out dittturbing  the  tatupiag.  In  such  case 
I  would  drill  out  the  hole  to  within  a  few 
inches  of  the  dynamit«.  I  would  place  fre»h 
cartridges  and  try  to  explode  the  hole.  I 
should  give  up  a  hole  which  I  could  not  ex- 
plode. This  case  is  not  similar;  this  hole 
was  drilled  out  and  eight  cartridges  addi- 
tional were  put  in  which  did  good  work  and 
threw  out  lots  of  rock.  If  I  was  confident 
the  dynamite  had  all  exploded  I  should 
have  no  hesitancy  in  putting  drills  to  work. 
If  I  found  tamping  undisturbed  I  should 
feel  doubtful;  if  tamping  looke<l  shaky  I 
should  feel  sure  it  was  all  exploded.  I  have 
often  put  six  kegs  of  powder  in  a  hole.  I 
would  not  suppose  that  clay  would  be  re- 
moved if  the  original  tamping  was  sand.  I 
would  not  allow  men  to  go  where  it  was 
dangerous  or  where  they  thought  it  was 
dangerous.
